1. WE ENCOURAGED BY REPORT (REFTEL) THAT GOP POSITION 
ON KOREAN ISSUE AT 29TH UNGA PARALLELS US POSITION. ROK 
MISSION HERE, HOWEVER, UNDER STRONG IMPRESSION THAT PAKISTAN 
WILL VOTE AGAINST FRIENDLY RES THIS YEAR BECAUSE OF 

PRC AND NORTH KOREAN PRESSURE. 

2. WHILE WE HAVE FEW ILLUSIONS THAT PAKISTAN COULD BE PERSUADED 
TO VOTE IN FAVOR FRIENDLY KOREAN RES, WE HOPE IT WILL AT LEAST 
ABSTAIN. WE RECOMMEND THAT DURING SECRETARY'S VISIT TO PAKISTAN, 
THEREFORE, THAT GOP BE REMINDED OF GREAT IMPORTANCE WE ATTACH 
TO KOREAN ISSUE AND OF FACT THAT FRIENDLY RES THIS YEAR BUILT 

ON LAST YEAR’S CONSENSUS. IN DISCUSSION WITH PAKISTAN IT MIGHT 
BE HELPFUL TO POINT OUT THAT COUNTRIES SUCH AS AUSTRALIA AND 
COSTA RICA. WHICH HAVE DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WITH NORTH KOREA, 
FULLY SUPPORT FRIENDLY RES, AND THAT COSTA RICA IS 
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
